Man remains ‘critical’ 


after stabbing incident 


A MAN is fighting for his life 
after being stabbed in Haverhill 
on Tuesday evening. 

The victim has been named 
locally as Kevin Forrester. 

Officers were called at around 
10.55pm on Tuesday when Mr 
Forrester, 34, arrived at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital in 
Cambridge, with serious stab 
wounds. 

When admitted to hospital, his 
injuries were described as “life- 
threatening”. 

He remains in a critical, but 
stable, condition. 

Police believe that the attack 
happened in Harrow Road in 
the town, after they received 
reports of an altercation in a 
nearby car park. 

It is thought to have occurred 
between 9.30pm and 10pm. 

Two other crime scenes were 
set up in the town yesterday at 
the Haverhill Recreation 
Ground toilets, near to Camps 
Road, and at Montford Court. 

All three cordons have now 
been removed. 

The 34-year-old victim was 
sentenced to 18 weeks impris¬ 
onment for theft at Bury 
Magistrates Court in February 
2012 . 

At the time of the offence, Mr 
Forrester was living at Glemsford 
Place in the town.

He stole thousands of pounds 
worth of electrical equipment 
from a garden shed before call¬ 
ing a taxi to try and escape with 
the goods. 

Officers have not yet been able 
to establish precisely what hap¬ 
pened during the stabbing inci¬ 
dent as they have not been able 
to speak to the victim. 

But they would like to hear 
from anyone who witnessed an 
altercation in the area, or any¬ 
one who believes they may have 
any details in relation to an inci¬ 
dent in Harrow Road on Tuesday 
evening. 

A Suffolk Police spokesman 
said: “While officers have not 
yet been able to get a full account 
of what has occurred from the 
victim, the suspect is believed 
to be a lone man.”

RESIDENTS can finally speak up 
and have their say as a consulta¬ 
tion drop in for Vision 2031 comes 
to the town. 

The session will take place on 
Saturday, July 20, at Haverhill’s 
library, on Camps Road, from 
10am until 3.30pm. 

The controversial plans have split 
opinion across the town with some 
people in favour of the proposed 
changes for Haverhill over the next 
two decades, and others wanting 
further developments.

They have real 
vision.” 

Cllr Brown has also said that he 
does not object to the many new 
homes planned for the town, just 
that he wants other things built to 
support the requirements they will 
bring.

He said: “We recognise that we 
need an up to date planning docu¬ 
ment, but we would like to help the 
current plan instead of starting 
from scratch.”

Youth centre plan for 
the old

HAVERHILL’S Town Council has 
revealed it has put in a proposal to take 
over the old police station and magis¬ 
trates court in the town. 

If their plan, put to Suffolk County 
Council, is successful they will turn the 
premises into a youth and community 
centre for everyone in the town to use - 
as asked for in the Community Budget 
Pilot. 

Haverhill was picked as one of 12 pilot 
locations to try out community budgets, 
allowing local residents to have more of 
a say in what money is spent on in the 
neighbourhood. 

They asked for a one-stop shop for 
youth services, providing advice, 
employment opportunities and infor¬ 
mation for all of the young people in the 
town. 

The mayor said that the Town Council 
is committed to finding a building to 
house these facilities, and they now 
hope they’ve decided on the right spot. 

He said: “We are looking to take on a 
building, and the community budget is 
going to provide the staffing and fund¬ 
ing that goes with it. 

“This is something that is long over-

due.” 

Haverhill Town Council have just sub¬ 
mitted their proposal and comments to 
Suffolk County Council, who own the 
buildings, on Camps Road. 

Town Clerk Will Austin has told the 
Weekly News that the county are cur¬ 
rently asking for money in exchange for 
the building instead of gifting the prop¬ 
erty, as they have done most recently 
with the old Chalkestone School Estate, 
given to Place Court Care Home. 

He said: “Instead of having youth relat¬ 


ed services developed by lots of different 
people in lots of different places and we 
want to bring it altogether into a single 
Haverhill youth service, run from a sin¬ 
gle venue.” 

Mr Austin said that the plans are well 
supported throughout the town, and 
that all three of Haverhill’s county coun¬ 
cillors have voiced their support, as well 
as West Suffolk MP Matthew Hancock. 

UKIP Cllr Tony Brown, who holds the 
county seat in Haverhill East and 
Kedington said: “We are fully support¬ 
ing what the town council is doing to 
achieve and it will be great to have all of 
these facilities in house. 

“The benefits will far outweigh any 
monetary value and cost that the county 
does get.” 

A Suffolk County Council spokesman 
said: “The Town Council have submitted 
a proposal to Suffolk County Council for 
the former Magistrates Building in 
Haverhill. Suffolk County Council’s 
Corporate Property Programme Board 
will consider the proposal when they 
next meet.” 

The next meeting is on July 30.

Look after the animals 
in this hot weather 

WITH the recent arrival of hot 
weather, we should be reminded 
that animals suffer and die when 
temperatures rise. 

Dogs die very quickly in hot cars 
and they should not be left inside 
them, even for very short periods. 
Opening a window a few inches is 
not sufficient. 

Other animals suffer, too. Rabbits 
must not be left in a hutch in the 
glaring sun or inside a sweltering 
garage or shed. 

They need a cool, shady place 
where the air circulates, and 
where they are able to move 
freely. A hot rabbit can be kept 
cool by applying cold water gently 
to his ears. 

Should your rabbit become 
listless, or start breathing hard 
through an open mouth or go 
limp, get him to a vet 
immediately. Rabbits must also be 
checked daily throughout 
summer months for signs of 
flystrike. 

Smaller animals, like hamsters, 
rats and gerbils, can be kept cool

Teacher, 63, set 
himself alight, 
inquest is told 


A HUNDON teacher who 
was found badly burned 
beside his car had set 
himself alight, an inquest 
heard. 

Roger Melhuish, 63, of 
Farmerie Road, Hundon, 
died of extensive burns 
which covered 80 per cent 
of his body. 

Mr Melhuish had driven 
to a remote former war¬ 
time airfield at Rattlesden, 
near Stowmarket, on 
March 11 where it is 
believed he covered him¬ 
self in petrol and set him¬ 
self on fire. 

Mr Melhuish was dis¬ 
covered by farmer 
Andrew Watts, who was 
walking his dogs nearby. 

The teacher was still

alive, but badly burnt, so 
Mr Watts called for help. 

Police officers were first 
on the scene and admin¬ 
istered first aid until par¬ 
amedics and an air 
ambulance arrived. 

Mr Melhuish died an 
hour later. 

The inquest was told 
family members had not 
noticed anything worry¬ 
ing about Mr Melhuish, 
and his doctor also said 
he was unaware of any 
depression or disorder 
which could have led to 
him deciding to end his 
life. 

Helen Melhuish, the 


teacher’s widow, said on 
the day of her husband’s 
death, she had not been 
concerned about him 
when he went out because 
he did not seem any dif¬ 
ferent. 

She thinks it’s possible 
that her husband was 
affected by a bereave¬ 
ment in 2012, but it had 
not been obvious at the 
time. 

Recording that Mr 
Melhuish took his own 
life, Dr Dean said: “Clearly 
in all the sad circum¬ 
stances he appears to be 
someone who was a pri¬ 
vate person who would 
not have expressed out¬ 
wardly what his inten¬ 
tions were.”

He said: “This type of surgery is 
unusual in local government -1 haven’t 
come across them before in my 23 year 
career working in councils. 

“But they fit well with the efforts 
Haverhill’s Town Councillors make to 
get close to the community, other 
examples being their attendance at 
community events across the town, and 
of course setting up market stalls to 
gather local views.”

Mr Husband told the jury that 
he met Dale, who he did not pre¬ 
viously know, walking through 
Haverhill bus station. 

They started walking together 
and two other men appeared 
moments later. 

The victim was punched in the 
face by a Polish-sounding man 
before being kicked and punched 
when he fell to the ground. 

Mr Husband, who admits he 
was drunk at the time of the inci¬ 
dent, said: “Whenever I tried to 
get up I got punched back down 
again.” 

The victim’s wallet, containing 
cash and a bank card, was stolen 
together with a mobile phone 
which Dale subsequently sold to 


Cash and Cheque Exchange in 
Haverhill for £42. 

Mr Husband picked Dale out of 
a police line-up of nine other 
men, but said in court during 
evidence that he was now “uncer¬ 
tain” it was him. 

Dale argued in evidence that he 
was only trying to help Mr 
Husband, who had been knocked 
on the ground into a nettle patch 
by one of the other men. 

When arrested in November, 
Dale gave police a prepared state¬ 
ment which said: “I bought the 
phone from a Polish lad for £20 
for myself. I changed my mind. I 
had no idea that it had been sto¬ 
len.” 

The 22-year-old admits he was 
there at the time of attack, but 
denies robbery.

A KEEN sportsman has died 
after a short battle with can¬ 
cer. 

Alan Bailey, 55, grew up in 
Haverhill and attended 
Cangle, Place Farm and 
Castle Manor schools.

Alan also 
played cricket for the 
Haverhill first team. 

In 1990, Alan settled in 
Braintree and began his 
teaching career in Witham. 

He died at home on luly 5.

Wife Deborah, 49, described 
him as an 18-year-old at 
heart, and daughter Harriet, 
17, said she felt lucky to have 
him as her father. 

Deborah said: “He loved 
working with young people 
and although 55 he was 18 at 
heart. He never said a bad 
word about anybody and 
always looked for the good in 
people.” 

Alan’s funeral took place at 


St Peter’s in Braintree on fuly 

12 . 

Brother Colin Bailey, 54, 
said: “It was great to see so 
many people at the service. 

“Alan would have been 
overwhelmed by the efforts 
people made to celebrate 
with the family. 

“I would like to thank per¬ 
sonally the Haverhill legends 
from both the footballing 
and cricketing past who 
attended. 

“At the Rovers pre-season 
friendly against Histon FC, a 
minute’s silence was held 
before the game, which was a 
lovely tribute by the club my 
brother regarded as his foot¬ 
balling home.” 

Alan’s family said they 
wanted to thank Macmillan 
nurses in Farleigh hospice, 
Chelmsford, for their help 
towards the end of the 
55-year-old’s life.

Man, 30, was 
found with 
1,875 images 
of child porn 


A MAN who was found 
with 1,875 child abuse 
images on his computer 
has been handed a sus¬ 
pended prison sentence. 

Dean Ashby, 30, of 
Balsham Road, Linton, 
had two images which 
were at level 5, the worst 
category of child pornog¬ 
raphy, which can involve 
sadism and bestiality. A 
further 173 were at level 4. 

Most of the images were 
of girls aged between 8 and 
12 but some victims were 
as young as 2 or 3, 
Cambridge Crown Court 
heard. 

There were another 
55,000 images found at his 
home, which had not been 
examined. 


GARETH MCPHERSON 


Marti Blair, prosecuting, 
said unsorted images were 
“likely to be an increasing 
issue” because of police 
resources, to which Judge 
Gareth Hawkesworth 
replied: “Oh dear.” 

Judge Hawkesworth told 
Ashby no prison sentence 
he could impose would be 
long enough to ensure his 
rehabilitation so gave him 
a 16-month prison sen¬ 
tence suspended for two 
years. 

He also ordered him to 
complete a sex offender’s 
programme and do 150 
hours of unpaid work in 
the community. 


Ashby was also made the 
subject of a sexual offences 
prevention order for 10 
years. 

Judge Hawkesworth said: 
“You have viewed indecent 
images over a significant 
period of time and you 
devoted yourself to that 
particular subject with 
some vigour.” 

The court heard self- 
employed decorator Ashby, 
who admitted three counts 
of making indecent images 
of children, two counts of 
possession of indecent 
images and one count of 
possession of a prohibited 
image of child at a previ¬ 
ous hearing, had already 
undertaken courses to 
address his behaviour.

“Everything was 
going well but then towards the end 
doctors noticed my bump was bigger 
than it should have been. We had some 
tests and they found out I had excess 
amniotic fluid, and one of the reasons 
for this was because Winter wasn’t 
swallowing any.” 

The doctors couldn’t confirm for 
certain what was wrong until Winter 
was born, but they told Lucy and 
Jason there was a chance it might be a 
condition called Tracheo Oesophageal 


The birth of your first child should be the happiest day 
of any parent’s life, but for Lucy and Jason Hamilton joy 
turned to heartbreak when their beautiful baby boy was 
rushed into intensive care before they could even give him 
a proper cuddle. They talk to Lydia Fallon. 


Fistula (TOF). A rare condition - only 
one in 4,000 babies are born with it - 
which occurs when the oesophagus 
(the food pipe which connects the 
mouth with the stomach) is blocked, it 
requires immediate surgery so the baby 
can feed. 

“We were just really hoping they had 
got it wrong. We felt gutted but came to 
the conclusion there wasn’t anything we 
could do, so just tried to stay positive,” 
Lucy says. “We had to be really cautious 
though: as soon as my waters broke 
we had to get to the hospital because 
there was then a risk that his cord might 
come down first with a big gush of 
water.” 

Winter Jay Hamilton was born at 
Hinchingbrooke Hospital on November 
27, 20 J2, weighing six pounds and six 
ounces. Lucy and Jason couldn’t have 
been happier but their joy was short¬ 
lived. Doctors confirmed Winter did 
have TOF, and would have to go straight 
to the Neonatal Intensive Care Unit 
at Cambridge’s Rosie Hospital to be 
operated on the next day. 

Although they had been prepared for 
the worst, the couple’s world still came 
crumbling down as their son was taken 
away before they even had chance to 
hold him. “Having my baby and then 


seeing him be rushed into surgery was 
heart-breaking,” says Lucy. “We were 
really anxious and just wanted to be 
over there, but we also had total faith he 
was in very good hands.” 

Winter was in theatre for three hours, 
but for Lucy and Jason it felt like a 
lifetime. “The surgeons opened up the 
blockages and simply stitched them up, 
which sounds quite straightforward but 
at the time the surgeon said the tubes 
they were working on were the size 
of a piece of macaroni, so really tiny,” 
explains Lucy. “We were so upset. Our 
little boy had only been in the world 
one day and already had to go through 
all this distress.” 

Thankfully the surgery was a success, 
but seeing their baby boy - so tiny and 
vulnerable - hooked up to all kinds 
of bleeping machines was deeply 
distressing for the couple. “It was 
heart-breaking to see him sedated and 
covered in tubes. We had this beautiful 
baby son but we couldn’t even cuddle 
him,” remembers Lucy. 

How did the couple stay strong? “We 
never allowed ourselves to think of the 
worst,” Lucy recalls. “Although there are 
times when you just want to scream, 
and scoop him up and never let him 
go, we knew he was in good hands, 
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and there wasn’t any other place in the 
world we would have wanted him to be. 

“Looking back it all seems like such a 
blur,” she muses. “When you’re in it and 
living it you can’t think of anything else 
and you just try to focus on getting to 
the other side, but looking back now it 
seems like another lifetime ago.” 

The road to recovery was long for 
baby Winter. He still couldn’t breathe on 
his own, and would have to be taught to 
feed through his mouth. Doctors were 
also wary that a lot of babies with TOF 
can also have other complications to 
do with their spine and kidneys; after 
everything the Hamilton family had 
been through, it was a relief when the 
tests came back clear. “The poor little 
lad had been through enough,” says 
Lucy. 

As the days went by Winter started to 
get stronger, and Lucy and Jason were 
thrilled when they got to change his 
bedding and nappy for the first time. 

“It was such a big step and we were so 
happy to be able to do it. The doctors 
also showed us how to wash his little 
face and how to keep his lips moist. 

It was amazing to be able to do this 
ourselves, after watching only nurses 
and doctors do this so far. 

“Although we were welcoming 
parenthood a little differently to others, 
we were so excited.” 

After a week in intensive care 
Winter’s doctors gradually reduced 
his medication and took him off his 
ventilator. Some of the tubes were 
removed, and Lucy and Jason were 
finally able to hold their son. “We were 
relieved; it seemed the worst was over, 
and we could even have our first proper 
cuddles with him, which were long 
overdue.” 

With Winter doing well, the family 
started to have meetings with the 
Addenbrooke’s speech and language 
team to try and feed him by mouth. 
“Usually babies learn how to suck and 
swallow in the womb,” Lucy explains. 
“They suck on their thumb and swallow 
the amniotic fluid but Winter wasn’t 
doing this. So we had to teach him how 
to suck, breathe and swallow at the 
same time.” 

After three weeks in hospital Winter 
could finally be taken home on 
December 20, 2012; it was the perfect 
Christmas present. “It was so amazing 
when we could finally take him home. 
By then we were exhausted by hospitals 


and were so desperate to get him home 
for Christmas,” Lucy says. “When he 
first came home we had to start by 
giving him just 2ml of milk, which 
is just half a teaspoon, and then we 
eventually got to a whole teaspoon and 
then a tablespoon - we were just over 
the moon! 

“He was able to have his feeding tube 
out and take teaspoons by mouth, and 
now he can feed orally and has even 
taken in some purees,” beams Lucy. 

Throughout Winter’s stay at 
Addenbrooke’s, Lucy and Jason stayed 
at Chestnut House, the home from 
home provided by The Sick Children's 
Trust. The charity provides free, clean 
and comfortable accommodation for 
families that have seriously ill children 
in hospital, and for Lucy and Jason 
it was a Godsend. “Our whole stay at 
Addenbrooke’s was helped immensely 
by our stay at Chestnut House. They 
were just amazing support and without 
them I really don’t know how we 
would have coped emotionally and 
physically,” says Lucy. 

“We stayed with other parents who 
had babies in intensive care, and it 
makes you feel like you’re not alone. 

It also gave us a sense of normality in 
what was such a stressful and chaotic 
situation - we are so thankful to them.” 

After everything they’ve been 
through, I wondered if the experience 
has changed Lucy and Jason’s outlook 
on life? “It’s taught us so many things,” 
Lucy concludes. “To value life and take 
each day as it comes, to stay positive 
and value the NHS. They get a bad press 
but we could not fault them at one 
point. They are just always there to fix 
us and we are so lucky to have that.” 

Today, Winter is happy, handsome 
and healthy, the epitome of cute as he 
murmurs away in his doting parents’ 
arms. He is now eating normally, and 
although there is a chance he might 
need another operation in the future, 
Lucy and Jason are determined to enjoy 
every moment with their beautiful baby 
boy. 

And after such a traumatic start to 
parenthood, who can blame them? 
“Parenthood has been brilliant. Every 
little stage he reaches we appreciate; we 
even watch him have his bottle and find 
that amazing. He has come so far.”

SHAKESPEARE fever is 
definitely beginning to hit 
Cambridge.

THE apocalypse is nigh in The World’s End, 
the concluding chapter of director Edgar 
Wright and actor Simon Pegg’s so-called 
Three Flavours Cornetto Trilogy, which began 
with the hilarious Shaun Of The Dead then 
stuttered with Hot Fuzz . 

Alas, the third outing is a charmless exercise 
in male bonding spiked with elements of The 
Stepford Wives as five childhood pals reunite 
to complete a legendary pub crawl in their 
sleepy hometown - only to discover the locals 
have been replaced by robots. 

The film's fictional community of Newton 
Haven boasts the UK's first roundabout, built 
circa 1909, and Wright and Pegg's haphazard 
script fittingly goes round in circles as the co¬ 
writers attempt in vain to bring their hotch¬ 
potch of madcap ideas to satisfying fruition. 
The tone veers wildly between sci-fi, comedy, 
action and horror, anchored by an exuberant 
performance from Pegg as the most instantly 
unlikeable and irritating anti-hero to swagger 


out of British cinema in recent memory. 

A prologue set in June 1990 sketches the 
bonds of friendship between five teenagers, 
who fail to complete a crawl of 12 local pubs, 
culminating in a final glorious pint at The 
World's End. 

Two decades later, the ringleader of that 
motley crew, Gary King (Pegg), decides to 
bring the lads back together to complete the 
booze-fuelled feat known as The Golden Mile. 

With pals Andrew (Nick Frost), Steven 
(Paddy Considine), Oliver (Martin Freeman) 
and Peter (Eddie Marsan), who have all grown 
up, got jobs and settled down, in tow their 
challenge barely gets under way when Gary 
unmasks the strangely emotionless residents 
as robotic doppelgangers and all hell breaks 
loose. 

The World's End is peppered with cameos, 
none of which produce big laughs or distract 
from implausibilities in the plot. 

Pegg and Frost may have their banter down 
pat, but the visual gags barely raise a smile 
and relationships between the characters are 
thinly sketched.

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CUER race to Solar start

YOU have to admire the ingenuity 
and tenacity of the CUER - 
Cambridge University Eco-Racing 
- team in building its ‘Resolution’, 
writes Mike Scialom. 

The rules for entrants into the bi¬ 
annual Solar Challenge in Australia 
were changed less than 12 months 
ago, and entrants for the Darwin- 
to-Adelaide run now must be four- 
wheeled vehicles. The last run, in 
2011, involved two-wheeled vehi¬ 
cles, so it was back to the drawing 
board for CUER and the design and 
construction of the Resolution had 
to take place while the team were 
also studying, so a labour of love it 
has been. 

However, the result is looking 
good. Team manager Keno Mario- 
Ghae says that he is confident 
ahead to the race which takes place 
in October. Looking at the compe¬ 
tition, he told an assembled audi¬ 
ence at Millbrook Proving Ground 
on Saturday he was happy because 


“we designed all these (other cars) 
but we threw them away because 
what we came up with is better”. 

The Resolution is the UK’s only 
entrant, and its USP is that the 
solar panels will turn to track the 
sun, giving it 15-20 per cent more 
energy when compared to static 
panels. 


The Resolution has already 
reached 55mph and is in the frame 
for the Guinness World Record for 
the “most efficient solar array in 
the world” title. 

The team is still preparing for the 
gruelling race, which involves driv¬ 
ers doing four-hour shifts over a 
period of around four days. The 


vehicle has only basic facilities, 
and drivers aren’t expected to stop 
and get out during their stint. 
Asked whether they would be 
allowed toilet breaks a CUER 
spokesperson said that wasn’t in 
the gameplan: “We need them (the 
drivers) to be professional to the 
point where it’s not about you any 
more.” 

■ CUER has appealed for funding 
to help overcome an £80,000 deficit 
in its financial plans. 

“We have an £60,000 funding hole 
to get this car flown out in 60 days 
for the start of the race in 90 days 
time,” Mario-Ghae told an audi¬ 
ence which included Hermann 
Hauser, who is funding the solar 
panels, and Charles Cotton, who is 
providing technical advice. “The 
spare parts need to get shipped out 
in the next two to three weeks.”

SIMON Youngs hailed Adam Dellar’s 
match-winning innings as one of the 
best he has had the pleasure to witness 
in Haverhill’s eight-wicket win over 
Mildenhall in Marshall Hatchick Two 
Counties Championship Division One.
